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ing which her builders have fer up, not one ſton, 
| ſhall be left upon another, which ſhall not b. 
thrown down ; which che Papiſit Anabaptiſts, and others 
the profeſſed Chriſtians ſocalled, or profeſſors of Religi- 
on, have been ſo long time and fo many years building, 
contriving, and ſetting up in the dark, out of the Coun- 
cel of the Lord; and their building ſhall be laid waſte, and 
trampled upon; and this the Lord will bring to paſſe in 
the Earth, the day haſtenerh a pace, and though they ga- 
ther, they (ſhall be ſcattered, the Lord will ſcatrer 
them. 

For the Rams horns blowing, they ſhall not endure the 
blaſt thereof, Prieſts, P ors, nor People ( for the 
Spirit of life1s therein) which have been alienated from 
the life of Innocencie, and the life of Righteouſneſſe, 
ſo cannot endure the breath. 

This is thy caſe, O 1 and the Nations round 
about thee, * utch, French, Italians, Portu- 

iſe, and others that have committed Adul- 
cery with thee, and lain in the Bed of whoredoms toge- 
ther, which are gone out from the light, gone out from 
the Husband, and ſo have defiled themſelves, whom God 
will judge. 

Your ſtink isaſcended, and the cry of your iniquities 
gone up into the ears of the Lord of Sabbath, who will 
ariſe and plead with thee, O Chriſtendom ! in one Nation , 
and another, that haſt harloted from the life of chy Ma- 
ker, and gone after ſtrange fleſh, and from che life of the 
holy Apoſtles and Prophets, and gone into the killing, 
devouring, and deſtroying one another; So chat an ut- 
ter conſumption is determined from the Lord to come 
upon thee, and the whole Earth, which (hall ſpoile your 
glory, and deface your beauty, 

For what Fighting Quarreling, Seriving, Tearing, 
Rending, hath come up in 2 thou Cbriſt endom, 5 
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| His hath been ſeen as the purpoſe of the Lor 
concerning Chriſtendom, that all her great build 
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the Apoſtles and true Chriſtians dayes, killing and de- 
' troying about —— Church, Worthip, Miniſtry, 
and ſtriving one with another about their words, whoſe 
life you are Apoſtatized from. and ſo run unto the carnal 
Weapons, which the true Saints, Miniſters and Meſſen- 
gers of Chriſt warred not with, who put on the Armor of 
Leb; And fince them the Wolfe hath got into the 
Sheeps cloathing, which is to be rent off, and thou ſtript 
bare and naked, and left to open view, and this the Lord 
is bringing to paſſe, whoſe work thou canſt not wich- 
ſtand. 

For all chy Threats, Bonds, Priſons, nor Arm of fleſh 
will nor terrifie nor hinder the birth born of the Spirit 
from doing the will of God) the corner Stone is ſer upon 
thy head, and the little ſtone cut ouc of che Mouncains 
wit hout hands ſha)l fill che whole Earth, it (hall bruce the 
feet of the Image whereen che Image ſtandeth; and the 
moſt beautiful form wharſoever wichour life, what is it 
more then en Image? Sochar nothing but life it telf will 
ſtand, and all likeneſſes will come to an end. 

And Sion ſhail ariſe and ſhake her ſelf out of the duſt, 
and put on her beautiful Garments which long hath lain 


in the duſt mourning, yea, thou Daughter of Sion ſhall - 


rejoyce and break forrh into ſinging, and thedaies ofthy 
Widdow-hocd ſhall be ende., though chou be yer buc 
ſmall, and little, fo; grrat is the H „% One in che midſt 
of thee; thy gates ih. no more be ſhut, neither ſhall 
chere be any ni:ht where thou mhabireft, the Lord (hill 
be thy ſure defence, and thy God thy glory, 

But thou Chriſtendom hat loted from the life of God, 
which was among the Apottles, ſhall weep and mourn, and 
all them that have committtu ledu/ (+ wich thee; yea, 
who have been partakers of your plcaſures together, {hall 
weep and ſorrow together, the dy iſt neth «pace, 
And this is declared again Chriſtendom, tue profeſſors of 
Religion, and fighomg CUhriſt:ans with carnal Weapons 
got up ſince the Apoſtles dates, thy Weapons canvoc de- 

end thee, nor be able to wichhold nor altet the deter- 

mination of the Almighty ; the Viels and Wrath that is 
to be poured ſorth upon thee wichour mixture, who haſt 
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ſat as Queen, and ſaid in thy "FOR Halt ſee no ſor- 
row, which haſt liwed in the many mixtures, out of the 
fimphicity, and out of the truth, and ſo out of the ſervice 
ot the only true God, who is a Spirit and will be worſhip- 
ped in the Spirit and in the Truth, and ſo haſt grown 
ſubtle, lewd and ſtubborn, clamorous; and to keep up 
thy falſe Church, and falſe Worſhip, haſt invented Wracks, 
Tertures, Priſons, Inquiſitions to torment and «ffli& others; 
So ſhalt thou know thy bed of ſorrows, who being out of 
the Truth and Service of Gad, haſt ſerved the divers 
lufts and pleaſures, contrary to the Spirit, and contrary 
to che Truth, which is the Light. 

Therefore, O briftendom ! conſider what thou haſt 
brought up thy Chilaren to, and what thou art training 
them up in, that Chriſts Voice haſt not heard nor heareft, 
ſo arc running after the ſtrangers, having itching cars, 
whole heart is even (urfeiced with delights and pleaſures, 
and drunk with the blood of the Saints; Bur inco a bed 
of corment thou mult be caſt, and thy companions wich 
thee, and bitter lamentation thou mult know, who haſt 
Iv-d in pleaſures on Exrth, and been wanton, and faired 
gelicionily every day Dives»like, thou muſt allo drink of 
the (amr cup which chou haſt filled unto others, which 
ſhall be fitted unco thee from che hand of the Lord who 
is ſuit and Righteous; And doſt thou think chat thy car- 
nal Weapons will ever be able to detend thee, who haft 
committed ſpiritual whoredoms, and led many into cap- 
tivicy ? 

O thee the cup of the Lords fierce indignation thou 
canit turn trom, and not drink of it, who haſt drunk che 
blood ct his Saints, And the ſons of Sion more comparable 
then fine Gold, haſt trod under thy feet? Will not thy 
heart ake thinkeſt thou when thou ſhale drink it? and te- 
ceive thy portion from the Lord, which in one day will 
come upon thee, and them that have committed Forni- 
cat ion with thee, whom the worthy Name of Chriſt haſt 
blaſphemed, and called your (elves Chritians, and cauſed , 
his Truth to be evil ſpoken of, & his N +me tu be blaſphem- 
ed through thy lewdneſs,adulteries and whoredoms, who 
ſhall be made bare and uaked, and thy lewdnefle diſcover», 
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ed, the Lord will bind ic co paſſe, and plead his cauſe 
with thee, who haſt the face of an impudent whoriſh wo- 
man, hardened in wickedneſſe and deceit; thy day of 
deſolation and widowhood haſteueth on thee, for ftrong 
is the Lord which will perform this; And haft called thy 
ſelfe a Church, and Church-members, and haſt cold peo- 
le out of thee there is no ſalvation nor ſafety; and fo 
a beguiled the unſtable, Bur are they in ſafety that are 
in the Adultery, Uncleanneſſe, Defiled, where the whore- 
doms have been commirced, and the bed hath been defil- 
ed? For what whoredoms like it in the whole World that 
have been committed in thee, aad haft brought up th 
Children in, thou Chriſtendom , adulterared from the life 
of thy Maker, from the life of yo" nay and the 
life of Holineſſe, and yet telleſt of thy ſafety, and that 
there is no ſafety out of this Church, who haſt cauſed the 
Name of Chrift to be an #bhorring before men, and be- 
fore Nations, that have been any thing ſober minded, or 
have had a ſearch and inquiry after him, after Righteouſ- 
neſſe, and efter Truth; or to know of his waies, his teach» 
ings, the beloved of the Father, whom the Soul loves, and 
ſo to know their ſouls beloved, which chou haſt cauſed co be 
ftumbled at and offended ; And ſo haft cauſed che worthy 
Name of Chrift co be as a by-word among the Nations that 
knows him not, and to be evil (poken of among the Gen- 
tiles, What ſtinks have proceeded from thy Inquiſition, 
Wracks, Tertures, and Priſons, dis jointing mens bones, and 
burning their fl-(h about Religion, Church and Miniſtry ; 
What havock hath there been made in thee, O Cbriſt endom! 
and in all che parts thereof, of the honeſt ftimple hearted 
Lambs of Chriſt fince the Apoſtles daies, which is even 
dreadful to conſider what « weight lies upon thee, what 
Tearing, Rending, and deftroying hath been in thee and 
by thee of the harmleſs flock of Chriſt; Where hath 
been the like heard of among any people in any part of 
the World, beſides the like things that have been done in 
thee? So that the Name of the Holy Child Jeſus hath 
Cuſſered by thee which thou haft blaſphemed, who ne- 
ver commanded to Wrack, Torture, Burn, Impriſon, 
nor make Inquilitions, but bid [ove Enemies; Neither 
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' any ſuch command, but ſaid overcome evil with gau ; And ſo haft 
thou kicked againſt reproof and hateft to be reformed, but the 
Lords judgments will purſue thee, who is juſt, and overtake 
thee, to rec nce thee whois mighty, and the ſtroak of his 
hand thou canſt not eſcape,nor withhold the fury of his indig- 
nation ( except thou t , which will prefſethee down into 
the Lake, wherethe Beaſt, falſe Prophet, and chem that have 
committed lewdnefle with thee are to be taken and caſt in a- 
live together; and thou the great whore judged, that have 
ſtood up againſt the true Prophet, and rejected the Light and 
Life of men Chriſt Jeſus, at whoſe Name every knee muſt bow 
and Tongue confeſſe, through whom the ſons of Adam driven 
out from Ged, muſt have their redemption up co God again, 
whois the way, and there is not another ; who took not upon 
him the nature of Angels, but the ſeed of Abrabem, whom the 
Angels are to worſhip, the Anointed of God, the Saviour of 
mankind, the true Light of the World, that lighteth every man 
that cometh into the World, that all men through him might 
believe and be ſaved; For he that believeth is not condemn- 
ed, but he that believeth not is condemned already, the Light 
is his condemnation ; and who comes to the light, obtains lite, 
that life which hath been Apoſtatized and Eftranged from fince 
the Apoſtles daies, which alſo is the ſal vation, to be led out of 
darkneſſe, out of fin and tranſgreſſion, which hath long reign- 
ed in thee, thou Chriſtendom, adulterated from the pure life the 
righteous life, and holy life, that haft revolted and gone back- 
ward intothe uncleanneſſe, filchineſſe, deceit and unrighte- 
ouſnefle, ſo that even the life of Right eouſneſſe, Purity and 
Uprightneſſe, is {lighted by thee and fer at nought, and not 
accounted of; to do truth or ſpeak truth, is accounted but a 
ſmall thing among the higheſt profeſſors or people; to come to 
yea and ney in their communications, or to the plain and pro- 
per language of the Scriptures of Truth, Thou or thee to one, 
and you to many, or more then one, this plainneſſe and fim- 
plicity is even ſcoffed at by thee, and called Canting, clown=- 
ich, or Unmannerly, and thou art offended at it, and it is a 
ſtrange thing unto thee; So doth it not ſhew thy ſpirit to be 
—— then theirs that gave forth Scripture, that canſt not 


bear their language, nor uſe their manners, that bid to ſpeak 


truth every man unto his neighbour, and bow unto the 1 ; 
ut 


put if thou canſt not be flattered, complemented, or have the 
Hat bowed unto thee, doth it not make thee rage ? And » 
thou not diſquieted at it?But was it fo of old «mong the Saints 
and Holy men of God, or ip che beginning ? Or dorh e noe 
ſhew that chou art degenerated, the Heads, Rulers, Prieft:and 
Teachers in thee, that art fo much offended at the plain and 
fimple language? Or if che reverence be not done thee wich 
Cap and Knee, or Scrape with the Leg, accounted rude and ill 
bred, or misbehavioux?Doth not ſuch a low thing as a Hat con- 
found both Magiſtrates and Miniſtry in thee, if that be not put 
off to thy Rulers and Teachers, who would have cheir perſons 
reſpected, and ſo lead people to commit fin, Jam. 2.9. There» 
fore is it not time for all ſorts of people to conſider hat they 
have been led into, and what hath been your life all this while, 
who are ſtumbling and offended that the plain, ſimple, and 
upright life thou canſt not bear, nor the light indure, nor the 
language nor behaviour of them that ate in it, but ſtrikes, per- 
ſecutes and impriſons them that cannot give thee flattering 
titles, norFeſpe& mens perſons to · comq;t fin, nor go out of 
the doctrine of Qbriſt who ſaith, ſwear ni ¶ a allßfand ſuch thou 
Chriſtendom and th ſſors in thee caſt \ſon;[s not this 
thy work, and doſt chou not expect for this thou halt ve thy 
ward? And ſo in thy nakedneſſe and ſinful eſtate, haſt thou not 
been ſowing Fig - leaves together to hide thy nakedneſſe, and 
A theold gagment, ckat the rent is made worſe? but veri- 
y it ſhall not cover thee, for the day is come about that thou 
muſt be ſtripped and made bare, and the fig · leaves nor yetthe 
treeſhall not ſtand any longer without the fruit, and the old 
garment ſhall be corn off; For behold, he cometh and is 
come that maketh all things new, a new Heavth end « new 
Earth, herein dwelleth righteouſneſſe, and a new ſeeds And 
this the righteons God will bring to paſſe for his own elect ſeed 
ſake, and is —＋ to paſſe, which cryeth unto him for its 
deliverance, Amen faith-my ſoul, baſten that day, put an end of 
ſin, and finiſh tranſgreſſion 3 come Lord Jeſus Chriſt, comequick- 
ly, that victory over the Dragons power, Beuſt, falſe Prophet 
and falſe Church may be witneſſed by each in particulr, and 
over all iu che general.
